Va NCOOVER, Jan. 5. — The statement given 
by the Street Railway and Light Company 
to tho City Council shows their receipts, 
from tho opening of their lines to October 
;ilst, 1891, were $81,804; expenditure, 
808,446, leaving a profit of S13,,'J,j7. The 
company guarantees to give tho city assets 
amouutinn to $147,822, and asks, as a price 
for the whole, paid up stock, $102,000;

CHINESE AND FOREIGNERS. 

Why They Oppost) the Missionaries.— Many or 
Them Ignorant and Superstitious. 

Chicago, Jan- 3 — Chu Yu Ling, a high- 
caste young Chinaman who has been attend- 
ing school in Paris, is at the Richelieu, on 
'.is way home to China. He expects to do- 
Ote a couple of weeks to the coast cities. 
"It is ti mistake to suppose that China will 
bo represented at the world's fair by an 
official exhibit," said Chu Yu Ling. "Tho 
Chinese government did not, and will not, 
reply to the invitation to tako part in the 
exposition. You pass laws forbidding our 
people to land on American soil, and you 
can scarcely expect us to lend our uid for 
your glorification. A syndicate of Chinese 
merchants, aided by French capital, will 
huve an cx'iibit of Chinese products 
and manufacturers at the fair, if space can 
be obtained, and it is to obtain informa- 
tion on that point that I am here. 

"The. Ch ineae disliko of foreigners ia born 
of experionco. Time and again foreigners 
havo been well received in China, only to 
repay their benefactors with treachery, 
avarice and greed, utterly regardless of the 
people whoso guests they were. Experi- 
ences of this kind have made the Chinese 
thiiik all foreigners to be enemies, and in 
too_ many instances this opinion has been 
verified by acta. The missionaries in China 
arc a hindrance to the progresa of Western 
thought and the adoption of Western cus- 
toms. Some of the missionaries assume un 
air of superiority— mental, moral, religious 
and every other way— over our people "that 
amuses intelligent, educated Chinamen, but 
very much angora the ignorunt. We havo 
our own religion. Were a, Chinese mission- 
ary to come to America, and among the 
ignorant, supers'i ious Christians, preach 
sermons in which ho ridiculed, sneered and 
blasphemed at your God, at Jesus Christ 
and all forms of your religion and civiliza- 
tion, lean fancy he would occasionally meet 
rough treatment from the people whose faith 
he was publicly outraging. Western influ- 
ence in China would be benefitted by the 
withdrawal of tho missionaries."

FROM THE EAST. 

Arrival oftheS.S. Rata via From Hone Kong 
via Honolulu— Uneventful Passage 

The S.S. Batavia, Capt. J. R. Hill, ar- 
rived at the Outer wharf last evening, from 
Hong Kong, with about 150 tons of mer- 
chandise for this p rt, besides several ship 
ments for the Sound. For Portland and 
San Francisco alio brings over 800 tons and 
for overland points about 000 tons. The 
cargo consists chielly of tea, rice, matting 
tun! curios. Tho passage was an unevent- 
ful one. The Batavia left Hong Kong on 
the '2,'irrl of November, last, Kobe on De- 
cember 7th, Vokoboma on December 10th, 
Honolulu ou December L'Ttb. Christmas 
Day waa spent at the lust named port, and 
a pleasant ono it proved to be— on board. 
Aahoro the Christian population observ- 
ed tho festival in the usual merry 
and orthodox style, and visitors on 
board the Batavia were numerous. Need- 
less to say, they received a hearty welcome 
from the officers, crew and passengers. The 
passenger list included Mr. and Mrs. St. 
John, Miss A. T. Brown, W. Guttridge, J 
S. Gilford, C. H. Sillifant and C. T. Kuf- 
ferath, with -14 Chiueao and a couple of 
Japs. For some days previous to arriving 
at Honolulu, the weather was exceptionally 
bad, but having bid a temporary adieu to 
that port, the elements seemed to favor the 
ship, moderate south-easterly winds being 
tho worst that had to be contended wit 11. 
Tho batavia leaves port to-night. 
| [Among her mails ia to he found some in- 
teresting reading. Of course tho recent 
rebellion in China is handled frejly. Speak- 
ing on this topic, the Hongkong Daily Press 
suys:-- 

"Tho iniprossion is steadily growing that 
the foreign Powers will he satisfied with the 
indemnification of the sufferers by tho recent 
riots and the punishment of tho ringleaders 
and a few of tho most culpable ofiiciala. 
Tho notion that tho riotous movement was 
to somo extent anti-dyiiastic and that tho 
Imperial Government was itself threatened 
will account for tho ill-advised moderation 
of the Powers. Had tho movement been 
really anti-dynastic they might have paused 
to consider whether it was worth while to 
holp in bolstering up tho Munohu rule in 
China, but so far the outbreaks against for- 
eigners have, bean unaccompanied by any 



A QUESriON OF COLOR. 

Mass Meeting of I'rlde of the "West ami Fern- 
wood Lodces, and It a Result. 

Whether or not any but white men, of 
from, eighteen to fifty years of age. shall be 
udmittcd to membership in the Canadian 
Order of Oddfellows, Manchester Unity, wus 
the subject of debate at Fernwood hall, last 
evening. 

The meeting, called as a mass meeting, 
and attended by members of the four local 
lodges— Dauntless, Waverley, Pride of the 
West and Fernwood— was the result of n 
proposition to establish a colored lodge of 
the order in this city. Thonqh the four 
lodges were represented, only I'ride of the 
West and Fernwood voted, l.'lO strong, so 
the result of the vote finally taken can be 
accepted only as expres-ing their viowB. 

The constitution of the old Manchester 
Unity contains no reference to color; 
tho Canadian Order have inserted 
the word "white" in referring to persons 
eligible for membership. 'Pho debate 
was, therefore, whether or not the 
lodges here would sustain, or rather 
be guided by the limitation of the 
Dominion organizers. Mr. Ottaway and 
several others hell that they should; Mr. 
G. J. Cook and one or two more argued 
contra. The vote was 1.10 to 5, in favor of 
retaining the words " white men."

pressed itself in favor of his admission 
But it. was feared thnt too great latitude 
would be allowed by l ho erasure of th 
word "white" from iho constitution, a 
Chinamen, or,. in fact, anyone, would the 
become entitled to apply for admission to 
the order.

A littlo before midnight, last night, a 
schooner-rigged vessel bore round tho coast 
into Esquimau harbor, her whistlo pouring 
forth notes of gladness at her arrival in 
what will, in future, bo her home. Built 
like a racer, with her two raking masts, 
hull and smokestack painted in the regula- 
tion navy colors, she ran round under the 
bluffs, off the dry dock, and dropped 
anchor. It was the new Ciovernment 
steamer Quadra, that left Scotland on tho 
17th of October, for this port. 

Immediately on her arrival, the following 
particulars of her trip were obtained : She 
left Greenock, Lamb Lash Biy, on tho 
Firth of Clyde, on the 17th of October, and 
made her way down the channel, through 
the Bay of Biscay. This latter place, true 
to its reputation, tested the littlo 
steamer to tho utmost, and for 
ftvo days the elements seemed . to 
be doing their utmost to wreak their ven- 
geance on her. But tho storm waa wea- 
thered well, und she proceeded on her way 
unharmed, making St. Vincent, in tho Cape 
Verde Islands, after a quick and pleasant 
run. There she coaled and immediately 
proceeded across till she reached the Straits 
of -Magellan, through which she proceeded 
slowly. After coaling at Loata, she 
reached northern Chili, at two of the 
smaller porta of which she tnude a short 
stay. Proceeding up the coast, it was 
found that she waa running ton light, and it 
was decided to run into San Francisco for 
coal and ballast. This was done, and she 
left that port in ballast of stone and coal 
for Victoria. 

Tho Quadra's average speed throughout 
Hie trip was nine knots, though 
her highest runs reached twelv 
With the exception of one or. two 
days her sails were not called into requisi- 
tion, and officers and men all dsolare that 
she ia one of the finest little vessels ever 
launched. Never onco, they say, during 
the whole run, did she causo the least un- 
easiness, running out all rough weather in 
an admirable manner. Her engines worked 
perfectly throughout tho trip, and were 
never stopped except in port. There was 
not a hot bearing the whole time. 

She was launched on the 23rd of July by 
Miss Buchanan, of Glasg .iv, and was named 
by order of the Dominion Government ufter 
Captain Quadra. Tho crow was shipped at 
Greenock and number 20 all told. The fol- 
lowing is a list of the officers who accom- 
panied her out : 
Captain Walbron. 
Fir9t Officer Oage. 
Second Officer Turtle. 
Third Officer McMillan. 
Guarantee and Chief Engineer, Mr. Hod- 
jert. 

Mr. Turtle, the second officer, is well 
known in this city. He was formerly cap- 
tain of the " Harvest Home." 

The Quadra was builtat Paisley, by Flem- 
ing and Ferguson, the well known firm of 
ehtp-huilders, and is of 202 tons burden. 
She is built entirely of steel, with bridge 
spanning over extensive deck-houses and 
officers' cabins. Her saloon is beautifully 
fitted up in mahogany and birds-eye maple, 
and she has ample cabin accommodation. 
She is twice as large us the Douglas, und of 
course far superior in every respect. Her 
trial trip gave her a speed of 12A knots. 
She measures 175 feet over perpendiculars, 
and 212 feet over all. Her beam is 21 f.-et 
and depth of hold 13 feet 6 inches. Her 
two boilers, beautiful pieces of workman- 
ship, are each of 280 lbs. pressure, and the 
quadruple engines she carries register 803 
horsepower. She ia lighted through, 
out by electricity, her apparatus in 
this respect being a marvel of ingenuity and 
convenience. Her powerful propeller is 12 
feet in diameter and has a pitch of 10 feet, 
G inches. She carries fore and aft sail, is 
schooner rigged with a covered bow, und 
spiked bowsprit, the lutter two items finish- 
ing off her appearance and giving her the 
look Irom stem to atom of a perfect model. 
Steam is utilized in lifting anchors and ill 
other available purposea. She carries a 
completed engine for a sieatn launch, and 
tho body of the launch itself. These will 
be put together shortly and made a regular 
attachment to the veasel. The launch will 
bo almost invaluable in the, coast service, to 
which tho Quadra will bo put, and will do 
away with the old style of boat pulling with 
nil its inconveniences when a lunding is to 
be effected on an awkward shore. 

The Quadra will very probably be laid up 
until March next, when it ia expected that 
shu will be got rendy for work. It is not 
thought that there will bo work enough for 
both the Quadra und tho Douglas, and it 
will be neci s-'ary in any case b< foro the 
latter steamer is in a fit stato for active 
service again, that her present boilers 
should be replaced with new ones. 

Mr. Gordon Grant came out on tho Qua- 
dra; He was, it will be remembered, bent 
to England as superintending engineer in 
the construction of the vessel, and ex- 
presses great satisfaction at the manner in 
which tho job was carried out and at the 
behaviour of the steamer, and her 
machinery, on the long trip. In fact, the 
little craft, there is no doubt, will be a 
credit to the province, and will rank in 
every respect far and away abend of tho 
revenue cutters on this side of the boundary. 



Saved From a Huriilug Vessel. 

San Francisco, Jan. 5.— Captain Dickin- 
son, with his wife and children, wero pas- 
sengers on the U. S. aleamor Baltimore, 
which arrived from Chili, this morning. 
Captain Dickinson commanded tho Ameri- 
can ahip Rappahannock, which was de- 
stroyed by fire a short timo ago, while on 
her way from Birkenhead, England, to Sau 
Francisco, with 4,000 tons of coal. When 
off the Island of Juan Fernandez, a fire 
broke out in the bold, and when the vessel 
wus all ablaze, the captain and crew aban- 
doned her. A binding was made at Fer- 
nandez, where tho castaways lived in great 
distress for threo weeks. Tho provisioriB 
which they had hastily gathered soon gave 
out, when finally a vessel, hound for Val- 
paraiso, took the sturving people off the 
island. At Valparaiso tho crew shipped 
on other vessels, and Captain Dickinson 
and family were brought here by the Ikitti- 
morc. 

Troubles or n lumber Ship. 

San Francisco, Jan. 4.— Tho sobooner 
Maggie C. Rtias, which left hero on Dec 
23rd last, to load lumber at Mendocino for 
Mexico, has arrived at Mendocino after a 
stormy trip, duriug which ono sailor was 
drowned. The vessel was bar bound for 
four days, and her cabin waa flooded, her 
doors smashed, and the contents below com- 
pletely damaged by the heavy sea. 

Captain McLean's Imprisoned Scalers. 

San Francisco, Jan. 4.— To day the 59 
persons who havo been in quarantine since 
the ateatner City of Peking arrived here 
over two weeks ago, were released and 
landed. Among them was the entire crew 
of the sealing schooner J. Hamilton Lewie. 
The men of the schooner aro very bitter 
against Capt. McLean, and assert that he- 
and bis officers forcod thcin to raid the- 
Copper Islands, and that bad it not been for 
him they would never havo been prisoners 
in Siberia. "Our experience of the schooner 
was a terrible one," said one of the crew, 
" and, between ourselves, wo wero treated 
a great deal better when wo were Russian 
prisoners than wo were by the officers of 
our own vessel. "

here, yesterday, with their defeat, Black- 
pool getting three goals to the visitors' one.

Conservative, und A. Brnneau, Liberal, will 
be the opposing candidates in the election, . 
to take place iu Richelieu county, on Mon- 
day next, to fill the vacancy in tho Com- 
mons, cauaed by Sir Hector Largevin's re- 
signation. 

Appointed Consul. 

Monthkaj., Jun. 5.— Rodolph Letnieux, 
advocate, has been appointed consul-general 
for Canada of the Republic of Colombia. 

Cliarces Against Mr. Ucwtlnny. 

Reqina, N. W.T., Jan. 5.— The Leader 
has created a tremendous sensation by its 
revelations against Hon. Mr. Dewdncy, 
which it publishes this morning. It has'a 
three-column leader, accompanied by a far. 
simile letter over Mr. Dewdney's signature. 
Tho gist of the charges is that Mr. Dewd- 
ney corralled a section of land here, and 
then chose a townsite plump on that sec- 
tion. Tho fac simile letter is an instruction 
to his groom, Robert Green, to hold on to a 
section as a squatter, und if nny questions 
were asked to say it was for the Govern- 
ment. The letter is dated July 22nd, 1882. 
The townsite was chosen by Mr. Dewdney 
in August. The Leader gives a minuto 
history of tho whole transaction und cir- 
cumstances leading up to it, alleging that 
Mr. Dewdney was acting for well known 
persona, as well aa for himself. 

Fcnrs Tor the Safety or II M.S. Tync. 

Halifax, N.S., Jan. 5.— No word has: 
been received here yet of the arrival at 
Plymouth, England, of the troopship Tyne^ 
which sailed hence on Dec. 14, and is now 
nine days overdue. She has on board the 
crews of the warshipa Champion and Phea- 
sant, of the Pacific squadron, who wero 
brought here by rail from Victoria, and 
numbered over 200 men, besides her own- 
crew of lfiO.

Insurrection In l'crsln. 

London, Jan. 5.— A dispatch from Te- 
heran announces that a mob ia in insurrec- 
tion in Hub city against the Government of 
tho Shah. The discontent which hna been 
rifo in Persia, owing to the administration 
of tho Shah's Ministry, broke out a day or 
two ago in a clamorous uproar against the 
authorities. Tho populace gathered in 
such fi rce aa to overawe tlio police. They 
surrounded tho Shah's palaco and loudly 
demanded justice and relief from their op- 
pressive burdens. The minister of war, 
Earn ran Mirza, whose titlo ia Nibos Saltans, 
appeared before the palace and urged tho 
people to go to, their homes and occupa- 
tions, saying that bis majesty, the Shah, 
would take their grievance into considera- 
tion. Tho people refused to bo pacified 
and continued their clamor, becoming at 
length so menacing that the military were 
sent for. The soldiers died on tho mob, 
killing several persons. The rioters then 
dispersed.

— An accident happened 
yesterday, to Lady Hetkett, formerly Miss 
Florence Sharon, daughter of Win. Sharon, 
of Neyuda. Lady Heskctt was following

jumped a brook', and when the horse lunded 
on the far side of tho » ater he became on- 
tangled in a barbed wiro fence. Tho animal 
plunged about wildly, and it was by great 
good fortune that she esoupod with a fow 
slight cuts.

THE BELYEA. COMMISSION. 



The Attorney-General Briiiffs His Big- 
gest Guns to Hear on 
the Colonist. 



The Bench Hints at The Adage of die 
Hornet's Nest— Evidence for 
the Petitioner. 

Proceedings in the Royal Commission, 
sitting to enquire into Uio conduct of Mr. 
Belyen, P.M., in connection with the Pried 
abduction ease, were resumed yesterday 
morning. 

As soon us his lordship, Mr. Justice 
Crease, had taken Ids seat on the Bench, 
Mr. Davie addressed the Commission. He 
said : 

May it please your lordship : I beg to 
bring to your notice a report of these pro- 
ceedings that appeared in the Colonist of 
Friday morning last, the ."1st of December. 
I deem it my duty to bring this report be- 
fore you, because it is a gross misrepresen- 
tation of the proceedings ot the Commission. 
The imperfections of this report convey an 
impression so entirely contrary in many in- 
stances to what transpired that it goes be- 
yond the scope <.f u mere inaccurate report. 
Comparing it with the official report of the 
proceedings, which is the authentic report, 
only one conclusion can remain in the, mind 
Of any person. Upon the fuce of it, it shows 
clearly and distinctly that the evidence 
has simply been taken and written up for 
the occasion, in fact, cooked to order, and 
distorted to suit the aims and ends, for 
what purpose I know not, of the paper in 
which it appears. It would take a long 
time, and I have not yet had the oppor- 
tunity, to analyze the whole of the report, 
but the two or three instances I have 
picked out are sufficient. I have had the 
portions I refer to picked out and laid side 
by aide, with the same portions of the of- 
ficial report, in print. They are in parallel 
lines. ' 

Mr. Taylor : Before he goes any further, 
and leaving out altogether the matter of the 
newspaper report, I would like to know- 
how my learned friend has managed to ob- 
tain tho shorthand reporter's notes and 
have them printed, when I, who have 
asked several times for a typewritten tran- 
script of those notes, only received it ten 
minutes ago '.' It seems to me that both 
sides should he treated alike in this matter. 
Mr. Davie must have had a transcript of 
the notes some timo ago. 

Mr. Davie: If my friend had done as I 
did — waited up till twelve o'olock, last 
night, simply for the purpose of having it 
here this morning, ho might have got it, 
too. He had precisely the same opportuni- 
ty us I had. In tho commencement of the 
proceedings, according to this report, your 
Lordship is reported as saying : 

* I am an old newspaper man myself, gentle- 
men, anil [ was able to Rather the contents of 
the report referred to by a glance down th , 
columns, l must confess thati'waB surprised 
(o find that in such a short tlmo as was at Ids 
disposal, the reporter was able lo give what 
seemed to bo so accurate anil com ploto a re- 
view of the proceedings. Krom a casual glance 
'I must say 1 thought it extremely accurate.' 

The whole conversation referring to me, 
us well as to your Lordship, at the begin- 
ning of the pioceedings, is a gross inaccu- 
racy in three respects. First, because I 
never said what was attributed to me ; sec- 
ond, because your Lordship never said that 
the report was a correct one ; and third, be- 
cause I was not on outh at the tiipe I made 
those statements. I will now read the two 
reports side by bide. 

As your Lordship will know you ex- 
pressly limited yourself to the copies. The 
effect of ull this misrepresentation infers 
cunningly that 1 went ijto tho witness box 
and uttered a deliberate falsehood ; infer- 
ring also that your Lordship substantiated 
their statement and proved by what you 
said that I had told an untruth. All that 
I have spoken of is simply at the ouiset of 
the report. These extracts that I have 
read are only three examples. 

After an interpolation by His Lordship 
to the effect that he noticed a sliuht error 
in a word in the official reporter's notes as 
to something he had said on a previous oc- 
casion, Mr. Davie went on : 

I may say with regard to I his matter, 
so thoroughly did I know that the Colonist 

report was cooked up to order and deliber- 
ately tampered with t hut I at 
once wrote to Mr. Ellis OS soon 
as the report appeared, before 
they had had u chance to 
destroy the original manuscript. I asked 
him to let me have lirsl, the original manu- 
script of the reporter's notes, second, tfte 
manuscript as sent to tho printer, and third, 
the original proof sheets. I have heard 
nothing since. If that was not an inten- 
tionally and wilfully cooked report, f would 
like to see those documents. 

His Lordship then said that he bad 
glanced over the Hist report that appeared, 
and had spoken of the paper simply to ex- 
cuse himself for bringing in the point that 
the official reporter bad stated according to 
the report in th, paper that he could not 
properly follow the evidence of August 
May.| When he said that, he thought that it 
■was only right that the matter should be 
fairly sifted, in order to make the enquiry 
utterly fair and impartial on both sides, to 
both t he court and police magistrate. Ife 
thought it wise to have the depositions, 
which he had never yet seen, brought be- 
fore him, lo assist, if possible, in 
•coming to a just conclusion in this ease. 
Thar was bis only reason for mentioning 
anything about tin; paper at all. "The 
point is this," continued His Lordship, 
"that if is ii wiso thing for newspapers, and 
I certainly think that it would be a great 
deal less embarrassing to the judge in his 
official position, if all comments on a case 
were reserved until after a case is over, ex- 
cept, of course, those that would naturally 
ocjur, without prejudice to the proceedings 
during the hearing of particular matters, 
lint. Mr. Attorney, you must remember 
'.that it is the most natural thing in i lie 
world, if a newspaper is attacked, for it to 
feel full of tight at once. That is human 
■ nature. However, as 1 said before, this 
matter has taken up enough time already, 
but I would really think it more wise if all 
comments were reserved till the conclusion 
of a case. I may fuy that I have no preju- 
dice in this matter one way or the other, 
nor do I intend to have any. 1 can con- 
scientiously say, and promise, that 1 am 
utterly without the slightest prejudice in 
this case. Had I any prejudice, if would 
lean toward an olliccr of this court, natu- 
rally; but I can assttie you that I have ab- 
solutely none. 

Mr. Davie: I was not talking about com- 
ments. I was merely calling your Lord- 
ship's attention to the distorted report. 
His Lordship: Let that he enough. One 



thing I would like to say is this : That I 
would like to keep in view of the public, 
whatever the end of this enquiry may be, a 
fuct that I think there is occasion to udvo- 
eafo and explain in a clear, concise manner 
—That persons engaged in judicial positions 
shall not assume that position, or enter for 
tho sake of gain anywhere where their duty 
to the public and their personal interests 
conllict. That is, in a nutshell, tho princi- 
ple on which this enquiry rests. It is a 
principle that I am satisfied has lint been ho 
generally known or circulated among the 
public as desirable, and, whatever thercsult 
of this investigation is, it will be bound to 
do good, us it will show clearly how such a 
position should be delilied, and bring before 
die people, in an open manner, just what 
their real status on the subject should be. 

Mr. Davie then again claimed that the 
Colonist report of the proceedings was a 
concoc ted distortion, on which Mr. Taylor 
replied: 

Where the distortion cornea in I don't 
know. I consider it a condensed, accurate 
report. 

Mr. Davie, upon His Lordship again say- 
ing that he had heard enough of the matter 
handed in the police court depositions, and 
proceeded to call his witnesses. 

Francis V. Lee: I remember being called 
on to do some work in the Attorney-Gen- 
eral's ollice. I think, in September last. 
Mr. Davie met nic, one Saturday, and told 
me to go over to his office, and that he had 
some work for me to ih>. When I got to 
the ollice Mr. lielyea was going in. The 
Superintendent of L'olice had got there sonic 
minutes before me. .Mr. Davie told me to 
go into the inner room, and that, when he 
came in with the Chief of Police and Mr. 
lielyea, to take a verbatim report of 
what passed. As soon as everybody was in 
the room, Mr. Davie began reading _ over 
some depositions. After ho had finished, 
Mr. Belyea. began to reply, and soon I 
found he was talking too fast for me to 
follow him. I handed a noto to this ell'ect 
over to Mr. Davie. When the conversation 
was concluded, Mr. Davie handed mo a 
draught copy of the proceedings, and a copy, 
of the affidavic of May. He told me to go 
to hi3 tort'n ollice and make typewriter 
copies of tho affidavit he handed me. 1 
identify this report produced as an exact 
copy. I was writing at a flat table to the 
right of Mr Davie's desk. I saw Mr. 
Dclyea during tho whole of the proceedings, 
and I thiuk ho saw me. I was not con- 
cealed in any way. 

By Mr. Taylor: The balance of my state- 
ments are just as true as the one I made 
about the Hat desk. I have never been in 
Mr. Davie's employment except on the 
occasion I speak of. I have been in and out 
of Mr. Davie's ollice. When I went over to 
tho Attorney-General's ollice I found Mr. 
Davie and May there. I went in just im- 
mediately before Mr. Belyea. 1 saw no al- 
teration made to May's affidavit before Mr. 
Belyea came in. I left the place just aftor 
the l'olico Magistrate and passed him in the 
grounds of the Government buildings, with 
Mr. Davie's manuscript in my hand. 1 was 
desired by Mr. Davie to take a verbatim re- 
port of the proceedings. When May's de- 
positions were read Mr. Belyea started in 
to reply. Mr. Davie made the first obser- 
vation. It was before ho read the deposi- 
tions. I took notes of what Mr. Davie 
said, but have not got them now; us the re- 
port was incomplete I destroyed them. It 
was not only Mr. Belyea, in particular, that 
I had to report. Before the meeting was 
concluded I heard Mr. Davie tell Mr. Bel- 
yea that he would let him have a copy of 
May's affidavit. I don't know what tho 
other conversation was. They were talk- 
iug for some minutes. Don't know what 
the Chief of Police said. I remember that 
May's affidavit was read. I recollect some 
of contents of document. 1 will swear that 
tho document was handed to me by Mr. 
Davie. The document never left my sight. 
Mr. Davie was Bitting right in front of me 
during the proceedings. His was a roll t p 
desk. I will swear that all three of them, 
Mr. Davie, Mr. lielyea. and May were sit- 
ting in front of mo. I don't recollect what 
Sheppard or Mi. Davie said very accurately. 
I heard the document read over to May. He 
nodded twdce in acquiescence. Didn't hear 
him suy anything. I live in Portland. Was 
sent for to come here by my uncle. Paid 
my own expenses. I was telegraphed for. 
The message told me that I was wanted to 
give evidence in an important case. When 
I got here I was sent to Mr. Davie, who 
told me that I was wanted to prove 
the accuracy of a document I had 
copied. I have not seen the original 
draft since the time I made the copy. 
I will swear that the document I 
handed to Mr. Davie on the Saturday after- 
noon was a faithful copy of the document 
he handed mo earlier in the day. If this 
copy is what I wrote it is an accurate copy 
of what Mr. Davie gave me. I won't swear 
that this document is what I copied. It 
has every appearance of being the same. 

Re-examined by Mr. Davie: No alteration 
was made in the document after it had been 
read over to Mr. Belyea. This document 
has every appearance of being the same as 
I copied. 

By His Lordship: I wrote my copies on a 
ealigraph machine. The type on this copy 
appears to be the same. Of course, a good 
many machines have the same type. 

Mr. Davie hero announced that he would 
call (')liicee McNeill if Mr. Taylor was 
anxious to question him on any points. Mr. 
Taylor said he was not, and the Commission 
was accordingly adjourned, first until .'! 
o'clock, and then until this 'morning at 
ten.

The Council of the Board of Trade 
Transact Important 
JJusiitess. 



Future Use of the Douglas-Northern 
Mails— Exploratory Surveys 
of Coast Waters. 



The longest and busiest meeting that the 
Council of the B.C. Board of Trade have 
ovor held was that of yesterday morning. 
Mr. T. B. Hall presided, and present were 
Messrs. George Byrnes, D. R. Ker, Joshua 
Davies, A. B. Cray, W. F. Ballon, Robert 
Ward, C. E. Renouf, B. A. McQuade, and 
Thomas Earle. The few absentees — most 
of them, at least — out of town. 

Mr. Robert Ward, as chairman of the 
Standing Committee on Fisheries reported 
verbally upon certain letters referred to his 
committee, iu reference to the development 
of the cod and other fisheries of B.C. 
After listening to Mr. Ward's explanation, 
the Council decided to acknowledge Mr. 
Width's communication, and inform him 
that nil information in the possession of the 
Board was contained in the annual report, 
at the same time advising him that, until 
more available markets are obtained for the 
food fish of British Columbia, no extensive 
development of the fishing industry can bo 
looked for. 

Continuing the discussion of matters 
maritime introduced by Mr. Width, Mr. 
Ward directed attention to the lack of ex- 
ploratory surveys of the waters of British 
Columbia. Private enterprise alono has as 
yet moved in this direction. • As rumor had 
it that the steamer Sir James Douglas would 
be offered for sale, when replaced by the 
Quadra, Mr. Ward suggested that represen- 
tations be made to the Dominion Govern- 
ment to retain the DougluB and commission 
her for survey work and as a revenue 
cutter. ! 

Mr. George Byrnes expressed himself of 
the opinion that the Douglas could no longer 
be considered seaworthy. He also corrected 
the previous speaker on one point — the 
Pathfinder was for a time employed in ex- 
ploratory survey work, abandoned because 
no market could be obtained for the new fish 
sought. 

Mr. Bullen thought that the expense 
would bo too great if the Douglas was put 
into the service suggested; he considered 
her seaworthy enough, however. 

Mr. Earle did not think tho Sir James 
Douglus would fill the bill. This subject 
was before the House during last session, 
and he thought it most probable that the 
Government would commission a boat 
better adapted to the work, and one more 
cheaply handled. 

The discussion of fish and fisheries was 
continued for some time, the present 
method of packing being dwelt upon at 
length. Various theories were advanced as 
to the suitability of the ordinary package 
for tho market, and it was pointed out how 
the fish of the province were found to bo 
difficult to properly cure — in consequence of 
their unusual richness in oil. 

A resolution introduced by Mr. Ward, 
and Beconded by Mr. Davies, terminated 
the debate. It was "that tho representatives 
of Victoria, in the House of Commons, be 
urged to call the attention of the Marine 
and Fisheries Department to the fact that 
an exploratory survey of tho deep sea 
• fisheries on the north-west coast of British 
Columbia has not yet been carried out, and 
that the department be urged to take inf- 
mediate steps toward undertaking this im- 
portant work; and that the different boards 
of trade in the province be urged to support 
this resolution." 

There was no opposition to the motion, 
which was accordingly declared carried. 

Messrs. Ward and Bullen then moved, 
"That the attention of the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries bo directed to tho fact 
that tho steamer Sir James Douglas will be 
shortly available, and that this Board sug- 
gest that the steamer be put in condition 
for making exploratory surveys of the deep 
sea fishing grounds, and also for employ- 
ment in the revenue service." 
This, too, was adopted. 
Mr. Byrnes called attention to the fact 
that seamen wrecked on the coast of this 
province are at present entirely dependent 
on the friendship and hospitality of the In- 
dians, who, too often, try to turn tho mis- 
fortune of the shipwrecked ones to their 
own gain. To remedy this undesirable 
state of affairs, he moved that tho steamer 
Quadra, when not otherwise employed, 
stiould, in the event of wrecks being re- 
ported along the const, . be sent to the 
assistance of the distressed crews. During 
past years, the mover of the resolution ex- 
plained, many crews had suffered hardships 
and privation in consequence of no Govern- 
ment steamer being available in cases of 
urgent distress. 

No opposition was offered to this resolu- 
tion, which passed unanimously. 

The mail service to and from Northern 
ports next claiming attention, it was stated 
that the secretary of tho Board had already 
written Mr. Earle, requesting him to urge 
on the Government the necessity of increas- 
ing the subsidy for continuing and improv- 
ing the mail service referred to. 

Mr. Earle said that, before making any 
report to tho Government, he would like 
fuller information as to what was consid- 
ered necessary — the points of call, fre- 
quency of service, etc., — to enable him to 
present the matter intelligently. 

The question was referred to the standing 
Committee on Hurbors and Navigation to 
investigate and report within one week. 

Mr. Bullen, for the Committee on Manu- 
factures, reported on certain letters from 
Win. Scott, North-west Provinces of India, 
referred to his committee, und which dealt 
with the desirability of establishing a beet- 
root sugar refinery, with distillery 
iu connection with it, in this province. The 
opinion of the Committee wns that tho one 
refinery already in existenco was capablo of 
meeting the present demands, and-for infor- 
mation in regard to the distillery, Mr. 
Scott was referred to the statistics of tho 
import spirit trade forwarded him by the 
Secretary of the Board. 

Mr. Earle reported that in response to a 
request telegraphed by him and his col- 
logue, Mr. Prior, tho Minister of Marine, 
had appointed Captains Lewis and Gaudin 
to hold an official enquiry into the loss of 
tho San Pedro. He also notified the Board 
that tho Government on the seventh of 
September last, appointed Major Dupont 
and Mr. C. G. Major to act in conjunction 
with the fisheries inspector Mr. Wilmot, 
in enquiring into the subject of tho fisher- 
ies and fi-hery regulations of British Colum- 
bia. Both gentlemen named declined to 
act, but did not notify tho minister to that 
effect. Mr. Eurle then suggested that Mr. 
Higgins take tho placo of Mr, Dupont, but 
Mr. Corbould, who was acting with tho 
Victoria momber, could find no one to re- 
place Mr. Major until the middle of De- 
cember, when he prevailed upon Mr. W. J. 
Armstrong to act. Tho names of Messrs. 
Higgins and Armstrong were at onco for- 
wauled, and Mr. Eurle doubted not that

A BY-LAW 

To Regulate the Election of the Mayor 
and Aldtrmen of the City of Victoria- 
for the year 1892. 

WHEREAS it is provided by law that, the 
nomination for Mayorand Aldermen shall 
be held on tho second Monday in January of 
each year from 12 m. to 2 p.m., and tho polling, 
if any, on tho Thursday following from 8 a.m. 
to i p.m., and it Is further provided that the 
Council shall in tho month of December in each 
year appoint a returning ofllcor, and shall also 
namo tho polling place and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the coming election, and it is 
furtbor provided that tho polling, if any, at 
such oloetion thai] bo hud and taken at such 
placo or places as tho Council shall by by-law 
appoint thorofor ; 

BE IT ENACTED by tho Corporation of the- 
City of Victoria ns follows : 

1. Tho nominition of candidates for tho re- 
spective olllces of Mayor nnd Aldermen of the 
City of Victoria shall take placo at the City 
Hall in tho aforesaid city on Monday, tho 11th. 
day of January, 18!>2. 

2. In cafoa poll shall bo demanded at the 
election of Mayor tho vol* of tho electors 
thereon shall bo taken by ballot at tho City 
Hall nforesaid on Thursday, tho Uth day of 
January uforesaid. 

3. In case a poll shall bo demanded at the 
e'ection of Aldormen for any ward the voto of 
the electors thoroon shad bo taken by ballot on 
I ho day aforesaid at tho respective places fol- 
lowing, that is to say : 

For Johnson Street Wnrd nt tho City nail, 
aforesaid; for Yntes Streot Ward at Burnes 
Building, Bastion Square, and for James Bay 
Ward at Storey's Building, northwest corner 
of Government, street and Broughton streets 
in tho said city. 

4. Thb provisions of tho "Election By-Law," 
No. 30, pnssed in tho yoar 1888, nnd tho 
schedules thereto; in so far as applicable anil 
not inconsistent with this by-law and "Tho 
Municipal Act," shall bo read with and form 
part of this by-law. 

.1. William King Bull Is horoby appointed 
tho Returning Officer at the satd elections. 

This by-law may be cited for all purposes as 
tho "Municipal Elecl Ion By-Law, 1892." 

Passed tho Municipal Council tho 30th day of 
December, A.D. 1801.

THE COLONISTS DBF AH BR. 

Mr. Theodore Davie, not content with 
letting bad enough alone, mudo matters 
worse, for himself, by denouncing the Colo- 
just's report of Thursday's proceedings be- 
fore the Belyaa Commission. Unable to 
snow that the Colonist's report was " vile 
distortion," or, us tho official short-hand 
report which tie produced had it, an " utter 
distortion, " ho proceeded, without a single 
particle of evidence to support his position, to 
endeavor to create the impression that the 
•Colonist report of Thursday, on which our 
editorial remarks were based, was " written 
up'' " cooked to order." It is not likely 
that, purist as ho is, the Attorney-General 
liaa any objection, particularly when pro- 
tected by his privilege, to resort to that 
safe form of lying, which consists in cun- 
ningly suggesting what ho dare not assert 
openly uud directly. Well, this time the 
Attorney-General's lie tuggostivo is a lie 
idiotic, for if ho had tho discern- 
ment which u man in his position 
ought to have ho would have seen that the 
report, whatever inaccuracies it contuincd, 
was not " cooked " or " written up to order" 
or even falsified and garbled by some nicd- 
Jlesome and unwelcome intruder. An ex- 
perienced man, and one skilful iu inter- 
preting documents and in discerning peculi- 
arities of style, could eanily distinguish be- 
tween the coarso and clumsy blunders of an 
inexperienced reporter and tho ingenious 
manipulation of a skilled falsifier. If Mr. 
Davie really believes what ho says he con- 
victs himself of being utterly deficient in 
critical acumen, and if he does not believe 
what he says, but, for purposes of his own, 
wishes to creato what ho knows is a false 
impression, ho possesses neither veracity 
2ior principle. This is tho dilemma in 
which he places himself, for the report of 
Thursday's proceedings of the Commission 
was not cooked or written up to order. No 
■one outside of the stdfi' of tho Colonist 
Jhad anything to do with writing up the re- 
port or correcting tho proof?. No one not 
connected with the Colonist office saw the 
report until it appeared in the paper on 
Thursday morning. Tin 3 is known to tho 
whole Colonist stnfl", and can bo testified to 
by several men whoso word is entitled 
to far greater weight than that of tho At- 
torney-General. 

Wo made a mistake when we said that 
Mr. DaYie had no proof that the report ho 
-denounced was written to order and cooked. 
.He says he knows that the report is un- 
truthful because he wrote a letter to Ellis 
•& Co., asking thetn to preserve the reporter's 
notes, the manuscript furnished tho printer, 
and tho proof-sheets. When we remember 
that the Attorney-General wau addressing, 
not an ignorant, uneducated jury, but a 
judge of the Supreme Court of this 
province, and a cultivated gentleman, 
acquainted with the world and its 
ways, wo are amazed at his audacity or his 
stupidity. Such a statement presented as 
an argument or as evidenco is an insult to 
tke intelligence of nny man of common 
sense. Any one not a downright fool 
would [enow that such a letter written at 
such a timo by a person who had spoken of 
the Colonist as the Attorney General hud 
anly a day or to before it was written, 
would bo regarded as a piece of the most 
offensive insolence. What right had the 
defamer of the Colonist, the libeller of its 
publishers, to demand thut the reporter's 
notes, tho printers' copy or the proofs l:o 
placed at bis service ! Did he think that 
Ellis & Co. were so devoid of spirit as to 
return him favors and privileges for abuse 
and malicious misrepresentation? Did it 
not occur to him that it was possible for 
Bllis & Co. to treat him and his letters 
with the contempt they deserved ? jNo 
reply was, we learn, made to that 
letter. We regard that us a mistake. 
We think that it is sometimes right to 
answer a fool according to his folly, and we 
believe that tho only answer which the 
Attorney-General could understand and 
appreciate would bo one couched in terms a 
"teat deal more forcible than elegant. The 
Attorney-General's logic, as regards tho 
Colonist, is on a par with his testimony — 
altogether worthless. The man who can 
seriously say that he knows a report in a 
newspaper to be untruthful and apparently 
cooked because he wrote an impudent letter 
to the publishers to which he received no 
answer, is ready to say anything, no matter 
Siow absurd or bow false, that ho thinks will 
lorrc his purpose. 



other difference ia, that in his second 
tirade against tho newspapers, some one has 
placed iu tho margin "Times" (Qy., "with a 
carat beforo Colonist." In tho Colonist 
report, there is no mention of cho "Times." 
In both reports, his second denunciation of 
tho Colonist wus made while Mr. Davie 
was under oath. Read ns corree 1 ed with 
pen and ink, tho sentence is utter non- 
sense; read without tho correction, tho two 
reports are in almost perfect agreement. 

Mr. Davie's attempt to extract a con- 
demnation of the Colonist from Mr. Jus- 
tice Creuso was exceedingly impudent, but 
disgracefully clumsy. His Lordship quiet- 
ly showed tho artful Attorney-General that 
ho was not to be played upon. Ho was 
polite, but cold and irresponsive, and was 
not to be tempted to join in tho Attorney- 
General's cmsade against a newspaper. 



BAD POLICY. 



The Attorney-General produced in Court 
a. sheet having in parallel columns extracts 
from, the official short-hand report and from 
tke Colonist report. Tho differences, con- 
sidering that one report is full and tho other 
condensed— one taken in short-hand and the 
other in long-hand — are, except in two 
instances not groaUr than might bo ex- 
pected uud not material. Tho exceptions 
.are, that in one caso tho shorthand report 
sets down Mr, Davie as having been Bworn 
after ho had finished his first denunciation 
of the Colonist, and in tho Colonist re- 
port, tho Attorney-General is represented | 



We are not a little surprised to find that 
hotel keepers und proprietors of liquor sa- 
loons are disposed to resist tho Sunday 
closing clause of tho Act respecting the 
salo of fermentoh and spirituous liquors 
passed at the last session of tho local Legis- 
liture. Tho objection to tho enactment of 
a municipal law to keep places 
liquor is sold closed on Sunday was that it 
would be unfair to closo such places in this 
city on that day while those it the suburbs 
were allowed by the Province to remain 
open. It was represented if the hotels and 
saloons in tho outskirts of the city wero 
closed on Sunday the liquor sellers within 
the bounds of tho Corporation would only 
be too well pleased to closo their bars. But 
now that tho Provincial law has been 
passed and put in force, somo of tho liquor 
sellers are trying to evade it. We believe 
that tho attempt to resist tho law 
will bo unsuccessful, and it is right 
that it should be; for if one hotel 
is able to keep its bar open on 
Sunday all hotels will keep them open. 
It will bo a more mockery to luke 
for granted that all who write their 
names on the hotel register on that day are 
bona fide travellers. Selling to registered 
guests only would soon become tho most 
transparent of shams, uhd tho hotel bars 
would be virtually open to tho whole 
public ; and if tho hotel bars are permitted 
to remain open it will bo impossible, us it 
would be hardly fair, to enforco tho law 
rigitlly against the saloons. 

It is, wo are quite satisfied, to tho inter- 
est of all respectable hotel keepers to havo 
their bars closed on Sunday. Liquor selling 
on tho Lord's Day is a scandal to a largo 
proportion of the travelling public, and they 
will not, unless compelleel to, prutonize a 
hotel in which the bar is kept open on that 
day. These people want to live iu what 
they consider a respectable house, but u 
house in which liquor is sold on Sunday is 
not, in their opinion, respectable. On tho 
contrary the coming and going of people for 
no other purposo than to get drinks they 
rcgarel ns disreputable, and they will not 
stay in a hotel where it is going on if they can 
help it. Whatever adds to tho .respectabil- 
ity of a hotel makes it moro acceptable 
to the public generally, and will increase its 
chances of success. Besides, tho owners of 
bars and their employes need one elay of 
rest und quiet in the week, as well ns their 
neighbors, and one would think that they 
would gladly welcome a law which made 
tho closing of liquor bars general. If, in- 
stead of resisting the Sunday closing section 
of the law, the vintners combined to have it 
rigidly enforced, they would, wo think, bo 
acting much the wiser part. By tuking this 
course they would do much to raise their 
business in the public esteem, and greatly 
decrease the number and the zeal of their 
enemies. Cheerful obedience to the law is, 
we aro satisfied, much tho best policy for 
liquor sellers to pursue.

THE NEW LEADER. 



It seems likely that the man who will 
lie selected to take the place of Lord Har- 
tington as leatler of the Liberal Unionists is 
Mr Joseph Chamberlain. Lord Hartington 
is a Whig. Ho is not a brilliant man, but 
he is safe and sensible. He, perhaps, owed 
his position in the Liberal party to his 
birth, but ho maintained and advanced it 
by his steadfastness to principle and to his 
fcolid, sound, good sense. There never was 
any pretension about him. Ho was not iu 
the least bumptious. This may have been 
because his position was assured und that 
from tho very first anything ho said was ac- 
corded its due weight by his political as- 
sociates. Lord Hartington bus always been 
highly esteemed in political circles. He has 
been respected, but it can hardly be said 
that ho has been popular. When he joined 
the Tories, he had not far to go. In these 
days it requires a microscope to distinguish 
between a, moderate Win's and a liberal 
Conservative. Lord Hartington was at 
homo among the Tories, and he conse- 
quently got along very well with them. 
Tho indications aro I hat they like nnd re- 
spect him ejuilo as much, if not more, than 
tho LiboraU did, and it is very question- 
able, no matter what turn events may tuke, 
whether the Lhiko of Devonshire will over 
again be a member of the Liberal party. 

Mr. Chamberlain, "Joe Chamberlain, " 
as he used to bo familiarly called by tho 
electors, is a very different man from Lord 
Hartington. [n the first place, ho has always 
been a Radical, and it is on nccount 
of the intensity of his Radicalism thuthe be- 
came a member of Parliament. It does not 
appear that ho has changed his political 
views in the least, but he has become ([into 
a favorite with Torios and aristocrats. Ho 
is a man of much more ability than Lore! 
Hartington, and is, wo should say, a good 
deal more magnetic. It was at ono time be- 
lieved that ho would bo Mr. Gladstone's 
successor, hut tho broach between him and 
his old leader has beeonio very wide, and it

The Washington Southern railvvay com- 
pany at Sbelton, Wash., has ordered a gen- 
eral reduction of loggers' wages. 

Charles Olsen, a Chicago milk-dealer, was 
murdered by unknown persons on Sunday 
night and bis place set on tiro to cover the 
crime. 

Hagan, the Norwegian skater, has 
broken the world's three-mile record, his 
time being 7:46 2-5. lie also broke the 
mile record; time 2:40. 

C. E. Morris, of San Fjaticisco, has been 
held for trial by the United States com- 
missioner in Si, 000 bail, for selling oleomar- 
garine as butter. 

Rabbi Samuel Sade, of the St. Louis 
Shaaro Emoth congregation, has created a 
sensation by favoring abolition of Saturday 
as Sabbuth and holding services Sunday. 

Superintendent of Census Porter says the 
eleventh census will bo ready for the printer 
at the end of this year and will cost about 
§7,000,000, or over II cents per capita. 

The alarming reports concerning the 
health of King Leopold of Belgium are 
without foundation. His Majesty is quite 
recovered from influenza. 

The ship blockade at Astoria is now over. 
There are still sixteen loaded vessels in As 
toria harbor, and if-4he weather continues 
favorable they will bcTtftken out during the 
next few days. ^f. 

The Mexican legation in London 
nounces that it is authorized to deny the 
statements that Mexico is in ft state of re 
hellion, or that a rebellion exists against the 
power of President Diaz. 

Michael Bavitt has written a letter, pub- 
lished in tho London Times, proteBtine thut 
it is cowardly to insinuate that the recent 
explosion at Bubliu castle might be traced 
to Patrick Ford. 

Bo Maupassant, the well-known French 
author, who is seeking at Cannes to recover 
from the nervous disorders from which he 
is suffering, made two futile attempts to 
commit suicide, last Friday night. 

It is Btated that the Mexican revolution- 
ist, Garza, is surrounded in the chaparral in 
the extreme northwestern corner of Texas 
by the U. S. troops and rangers, and that it 
is almost impossible for him to escape. 

The repoy.t of the health officer of Astoria 
shows that 46 deep water vessels entered 
that port during the three months ended 
Becember 31. Of this number 40 sailed un- 
der t|ie British flug, while only one tlew the 
American flag. 

Guy de Maupassant, the well-known 
French author, who has been afflicted with 
nervous disorders, due to overwork, re- 
cently attempted suicide. He will be 
placed in an asylum. 

Sportsmen in Northern Pennsylvania are 
surprised by the recent uppearauce of ani- 
mals supposed to have become extinct there 
fifty years ago. Among tho animals are the 
silver gray fox, the black fox and the wolf. 

The railroad track laid during the year in 
the U. S. amounts to only 4,108 miles, 
against 5,739 miles last year, and 12,878 
miles in 1887. But twice in the past ten 
years bus the mileage added been less. 
There are now about 171,000 miles of rail- 
road in operation in the United States. 

Herr Mullock, tho pastor of Goldenstedt, 
Oldenburg, who recently absconded with 
about 00,000 marks, after embezzling 
hundreds of thousands of marks belonging 
to confiding relatives and friends, has been 
arrested at Bremen, to which city lie had 
escaped in the disguise of a cattle dealer. 

It is reported that the flour recently 
bought by tho Russian municipal authori- 
ties, which was found to bo adulterated and 
totally unfit for use, was originally intended 
for export, and if it had not been for the 
decree prohibiting the export of flour the 
fraud may never have been discovered. 

A private letter from Samoa says: King 
Malietoa has been very patient with the 
rebels, but his patience is almost exhausted. 
He has promised to wait until the next mail 
from San Francisco before beginning active 
hostilities aga nst Matoufa, in the hope of 
hearing that in the new president's council 
an American or an Englishman has been ap- 
pointed to succeed the German, Baron Von 
Pilsach. 

An unknown diseaso has become epidemic 
among the horses at Swank Prairie, Wash- 
ington, and somo very valuable animals 
have died within the past 48 hours. The 
disease is hard to combat, as nothing like 
it has ever appeared among tho horses be- 
fore. The horses swell to an enormous size 
immediately after death. The suddenness 
of tho disease and the rapidity of the deaths 
have completely nonplussed farmers and 
horseman. 

Among tho many reminiscences of the 
ex- Empress Eugenie, it is said that one 
morning, at breakfast, a general related to 
the Emperor the misfortunes of a brother 
oliicer, who, "because he had not 15,000 
francs, must be dishonored." While the 
Emperor questioned further particulars of 
tne story, the Empress flew to her room, 
and, returning with a package of bank 
notes, said : "Tako them, general, and 
never tell me his name." 

The Boston Merchants' Association is to 
give reciprocity a boom at their annual din- 
ner on Thursday evening. Secretary Blaine 
was to have been the chief guest, but ho de- 
cided that it would be impossible for him to 
go. The Merchants' .Association is to luve 
Senor Montt, tho Chilian minister. Mr. 
BUine will send a letter, in which ho will 
give his views upon reciprocity. The pres- 
ence of Senor Montt will be notable, as it is 
his first public appearance upon an occasion 
of this kind. 

It is announced that a revolution in flour- 
making, as great as the introduction of the 
roller press some years ago, is to occur in 
St, Paul in thu next two months. It is the 
substitution of electricity for water or 
steam in the running of an immense mill to 
be erected on thu site of the St. Paul roller 
mill, burned two years ago. Tho plan is 
that of Kingsland Smith, who introduced 
the roller process of wheat-crushing twelve 
y<nrs ago, and who is a practical miller of 
inany years' experience. 

Indian ruunera from Walker Lake, Nov., 
siy that tho Indian Messiah is sending 
runners to all tho tribes in thu West telling 



them to prepare for a great struggle. In a 
short time he will send word for the Indians 
to meet at a rendezvous to bo hereaftor 
appointed, and thu fact of a heaven with 
red skies will bo manifested. The Messiah 
says that God is a redman, and that he 
often appenrs and says that the Indians will 
rule the land, and that tho buffalo will 
again scour the plains. The Messiah is 
against ghost dancing until the time of tho 
great meeting. 

Emilo Louis Victoiro de Lavolaye, who 
died at Liugo, Belgium, on Sunday, was one 
of the greatest writers on political economy. 
Ho was born in Bruges, April 5, 1822. Since 
1S48 ho lias devoted himself to politics and 
economics. He has Bat in the Belgian par- 
liament, becamo in 1804 professor of politi- 
cal economy at tho University of Liege, and 
is a member of many learned societies. He 
has taken special interest in the founding of 
tho Congo Frco Slate and in other African 
matters. In politics ho was a moderate lib- 
era], with a leaning toward socialism. He 
was a moderate protectionist, a clear writer 
and a deep thinker. 

MARLBOROUGH'S REVENGE, 

He Favorably Contrasts the American Women 
with Those of Great Britain. 

London - , dan. 4.— The Buku of Marl- 
borough takes his rovenge on those British 
people who have been unkind to his Ameri- 
can Duchess, with an article in a review, 
published to-day, which compares the con- 
ditions of life in England and in America, 
particularly dealing with the position of 
the aristocracy in America as compared 
with the titular aristocracy of England. 
" A nEnglish duke," writes his lordship, 
" may be toudied to by a few costermon- 
gers or local clergymen, but tho American 
millionaire holds a species of court in Wall 
street or on the Chicago exchange, and bis 
orders are to be feared." Writing of the 
continual scramble of American girls for 
titled Britishers, the Duke suys that trans- 
atlantic belles will for a long time hanker 
after tho glories of British institutions, 
with their lordly mansions, broad estates 
and emblazoned coats of arms, 

Marlborough covers pages with his opin- 
ions on American commerce, American rail- 
ways, American homes and American clubs. 
Here is what ho says about American 
women: " Tho American woman is per- 
haps the most difforent thing in America to 
anything in England. She has a national 
quickness for appreciating the characters of 
men around her. Sho takes infinitely more 
trouble, and in some respects manifests 
greater interest nil around, than the English 
women display. Child-bearing does not 
seem to crush everything elso out of them us 
it does with all classes in England. A 
bright, cheery girl remains a gay and care- 
fully-dressed married woman, who is always 
trying to show herself off quietly, but to the 
best advantage (and she understands tho art 
perfectly) among nil classes of people. The 
tendency to nagging, gossip-mongering of 
an ill-natured character is rarer in that 
country than in England.

Tho statement is made by Mr. MoBeou (re- 
ferring to die 1 1 aching uf i lie I' nglish branches] 
that "rliu public Bohools of Victoria do nol , and 
cannot, nailer present eircumstaiieu-«, iflvo ad- 
vanced instruction in such sut'jeeis (l ie- in- 
struction given bolng according to the undine; 
of tho Council, only elementary). It follows t ) ltt i 
tlio teaching of such subjects has always 
formed an c.-seniinl and a very important pari 
of the work o£ the throe divisions of the high 
school." 1 would respectfully report, that 
although tho Department has urgently and re- 
peatedly endeavored to impress upon the Prin- 
cipal of this school iho necessity of giving his 
pupils a Woro thorough training In the ordi- 
nary Knghsli branches, yet iho prollcioacy ,,t- 
tained in these subjects has nut been such as 
c6uld reasonably have been expected. It must 
bo taken into consideration that thu examina- 
tion was not held for the purpose of crawlnfC 
comparisons between tho different divisions,

were carefully marked. In addition to ti u n, 
tho general correctness of his m irking has bo>m 
certified to by three competent gentlemen. i]r- 
McLeod's claim that ho snoulii navu been pres- 
ent when tho Vonernblo Archdeacon ^ottveO 
examined these papers ti cortuinly absurd. It 
is preposterous to supposo for a moment that 
that gentleman required any assistance what 
ever in tho matter. Permit me also t'l ca H mo 
attention of tho Council to the fact that Jir. 
McLeod in his original charge stated that 
'• Thcso Da. crs could not have been examined :" 
whilo in liU reply no dedans that the Latin 
papers wore improperly marked, and thus on- 
dcavors to answer tho charge of misrepresenta- 
tion by covertly calling in question the probity 
of four honorublo gentlemen. 

In regard to Mr. McLccd's denial of his being 
guilty of gross insubordination, allow nio to 
state that, in addition to the evidence already 
in your possession in this regard, tho following 
report made to mo by Inspector Wilson is cvi 
donee that slnco the investigation held by tho 
Council Mr. McLeod has again bion guilty u f 
gross insubordination : 

Victohia, Dec. 10, ISOl. 
.S. D Pope, ESQ; Superintendent of Education. 

DeabSik,— I beg to report that in compliance 
with your Instructions I called this day at the 
Victoria High School, and handed to the Prin- 
cipal, Mr. M Lood, tha statements of the re- 
sults of the recent written examination 'of the 
Second aud Third Divisions of tho school, n t 
the same lime requesting him in juur name to 
call at the Education Otlice for the pur- 
pose tf arranging t.'ie promotions n s 
usual. In reply to th> request made, 
Mr. McLeod, in an angry and 'delimit- 
manner, said, " I will not call at the Education 
Otlice. If the Superintendent wishes to 800 me, 
he will find nio h re. There is tho post otlice, 
If he wants anything to do with me."

Mr. McLeod's failure to comply with my re- 
quest was not only a breach of common profes- 
sional courtesy hut a wilful violation of one of 
the Rules and Regulations, which reads as 
fol'ows : 

" It shall bo tho duty of every teacher of a 
Public School to render every assistance re- 
quired of him by the Superintendent of Edu- 
cation or Inspectors In promoting, examining 
or classifying pupils." 

In regard u Mr. McLeod's statement that he 
has ever been careful to obey the commands of 
the Superintendent of Education, "oven when 
such commands wore illiberal and unjust," I 
beg to stato that 1 am not aware of having nt 
any time given an illiberal or unjust command 
in any teacher, for it has over boon my careful 
study to treat nil teachers as I would wish to 
1.0 treated my-olf.

Dur- 
ing their stay here they must have slaught- 
ered some two hundred deer, taking away 
the bides and hind quarters and leaving the 
rest of tho carcasses in the woods. Those 
sum: Indians wnuM have continued their 
murderous work had t hey not been ordered 
oir by the Chief of the Nanooso Buy Indium, 
who, having counted over one bundled ear- 
cusses lying in the woods, minus hides and 
bind quarters, thought it about time to in- 
terfere in behalf of his trine against fcuuh 
wholesale poaohing. It seems to mo Ihat 
tho government should adopt some morn 
Btringest measures for tho protection of 
game than at present aro in force, as it is 
only two years ago that thirteen elk, all of 
them cows, were shot down by a patty, 
when there was deep snow, between NanOOSO 
bay a"d Englishman's river. At this rain 
it will not be long before Ranio will beoomo 
practically extinct in thin neighborhood, 
and tin's will bo ns greatly deplored by the 
actual Bottlers, who depend on venison for 
their meat, as by your correspondent.
